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The  MLEA  Advisory  Board  conducted  two  intensive  training  schools  on  the  Montana 
State  University  campus  under  the  supervision  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gation . 

The  Basic  School  was  conducted  May  13-24,  1368,  with  72  trainees  receiving  their 
certificates  of  satisfactory  completion  of  the  program  of  study,  There  were 
29  Police  Departments;  26  Sheriff's  Offices;  6  Fish  £  Game  Dept's;  4  Montana 
Livestock  Commission  Offices;  1  Univ.  of  Mont,  Campus  Police;  1  Mont.  State 
Univ.  Campus  Police;  3  Yellowstone  Park  Rangers;  1  Indian  Agency  Office;  and  1 
Mont.  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office.   Up  to  and  including  1958,  there  have  been 
4*+3  Law  Enforcement  Officers  complete  the  Basic  School  Course.  This  was  the 
10th  Basic  School. 

The  Major  Case  School  was  conducted  June  3-15,  1968,  with  24  trainees  receiving 
certificates  of  satisfactory  completion  of  the  program  of  study.  11  Montana 
Police  Departments;  7  Sheriff's  Offices;  4  Montana  Livestock  Commission  Offices; 
1  State  Fire  Marshal's  Office  and  1  Lethbridge  Canadian  Police.  Up  to  and  in- 
cluding 1968,  there  have  been  178  Law  Enforcement  Officers  complete  the  advanced _ 
Major  Case  School.  This  was  the  seventh  school  for  Advance  Training. 

A  three  day  Re- training  Course  for  all  graduates  was  offered  by  the  MLEA  Academy. 
The  three  days  (June  13-15)  were  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Montana  Sheriff's 
%   Peace  Officers  Annual  Meeting  plus  celebrating  the  10th  Anniversary  of  the 
starting  of  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy.  Nationally  prominent  speakers 
were  brought  in  for  the  three  day  session  and  also  all  participants  had  one  day 
on  the  firing  range. 

In  the  ten  years  of  the  MLEA,  fifty-six  cities  in  Montana  have  sent  police 
personnel  to  the  Schools.  Forty-One  counties  have  been  represented  through  their 
Sheriff's  Offices.   In  addition  five  other  law  enforcement  agencies  in  Montana; 
two  from  Canada;  one  from  Idaho  Fails,  Idaho  and  five  from  Yellowstone  National 
Park  have  been  represented,
